General Woodford Refoses to
Certain Questions

Answer

A LENGTHY STRUGGLE IN PROUSPECT

TEFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

NeEw YorE, Feb. 2—In the Surrogale’s
Court to-day, was fairly begun the contest
over the will of Daniel B. Fayerweather,
the leather merchant, who left millions to
colleges, and after providing in moderation
for his wife and several of Ekin, made, n
few bours before his death a codicil, leaving
unconditionally the residae of his estate,
considerably over §3,000,000 to his three
execniors. The executors are Thomas G.
Riteh, whose law partoer drew the will;
Heary B, Vanghn and Justus L. Bulkley.

Since the will was made public it has
been announced that the executors hold =
part of this residuary estate under s private
trust for distribution, with the rest of the
estate, among the colleges. Mrs. Faver-
weather maintaios that her busband was un-
duly iofluenced to make his executors
residuary legateee, The case promises to be
long and sensational,

Attempt at Another WilL

In the cross-+xamination to-day of wit-
nesses for the will, it was bhiated that Mr,
Fayerweather had attempted to make an-
other will 8 few dsys beiore his death,

and that for that wpurpose, although
Arsoux, Ritch and Woodford were his
lawyers, he had avpplied to the Ilaw

firm of Evarts, Choate and Beaman. The
excautors of the will were represented by
Arnoux, Riteh and Woodford, John E.
Parsons and Henry Stoddard. Frederie
R. Couderi, D.J. Holden and Daniel Rol-
lins represented the conlestants, and coun-
s¢l appeared for the beneficiary colleges
aod bospitals

Mr. Arnoux calied the witnesses of the
will, Thev were Haley Fiske, Bradford
W. Hitcheock and Churles L. Foster, all
lawyers, and whes the will was signed on
October 6 1884 they were all connected
with the firm of Arooux, Eitth and Wood-
ford. Mr. Hitcheock testified that aboe
t=u vears belore this will was sigoed, M-
Fayweatber called upon his father, the B, ..
Dr. Boswell D. Hitcheock, to stk his ad-
vice about bequests that he wanted to make,

Arranging the College Bequests,

Mr, Hlteheoek did no:t know who made
the original draft of the will, but he sup-
posed that Mr. Fayerweather had consulied
Mr, Riteh about it. Mr, Hitcheock and his
father went out to luneh with Mr. Riteh a
few days before the will wus drawn, and the
begueats to the different colleges were then
discussed. The Iev. Dr, Hitcheock bad
supgested several chinnges in this list and
these changes sppeared in the will.

When the will bad been offered in evi-
dence, Mr., Arooux «alied Genperal Stewart
L. Woodford to the stand. General Wood-
ford was the first witness to the first codicil.
He snid that the will and codiels were in
Mr. Fayerweather's house at the rime of his
death. "‘Some time in November, 1890, I
thiok,” suid Geperal Woodford, “Mr. Riteh
told me that Mr, Fayerweather had sent to
our vifice tor bis will and ecodiciis.™

“Did Mr. Ritch ever make more than one
remnrk of that kind?"*

Geperal Woodtord could not say, but
thought that Mr. Ritch might have done so.

General Woodford Denies It

Mr. Eollins asked if Mr. Ritch had not,
on one oeccasion, sent the original will to
Mr. Fayerweather, in which Mr. Ritch was
not begefited, ana if Mr, Payerweather had
not sent back a messenger demanding his
whole will, and if Mr. Ritch bad not said to
the witness, with some trepidation, that Mr.
Faverweather wanted the codicils also?

(GGeneral Woodford said that that die-
tinotly did not oocur.

“Did Mr. Ritch tell you that he had gone
with the codicils to Mr. Fayerweatber's
house?"

“He did not,”" said General Woodford.

Geoeral Woodford ssid that he had re-
vised the desft of the will and of the first
and second codicils. The fourth codicil be
had drawn himself. A codicil similar to
the second, except that it did not exempt
the execurors from giving bonds, had been
drawn by him and destroyed in the presence
of Nir. Fayerweather,

“Do youn know of a eodicil other than
these propouaded for probate that was exe-

cuted in November last?" asked Mr,
Rollios,

General Woodford hesitated for 8 moment
and said: *I will peither deny or affirm

such kvowledge. I am willing to tell the
court sll that I know personally, but since
this action was begun some things have
been told 10 me protessionally, and I don’t
thiok 1 am required to divalge them." Gen-
eral Woodford's further examination was
postponed until Wednesday morning, when
the case will be continued,

DECOYED TO HIS DEATH.

A Chicagne Mystery in a Fair Way to Be
Solved.

Cuicaco, Feb, 2.—The police have found
among the effects of Salavatore Valone, now
under arrest charged wilh the murder of
Nicoli Siunini, the peddler who was
stabbed to death st Park Side a few davs
ago, a bloedy =shirt and a watch, which were
the property of the murdered man,

The suthorities are convinced Valone is
the murderer and hope to get a conlession
trom him. It appears that Sinnini was de-
coved to Park Side to dig for alleged treas-
ure, and that while digging he was st upon
and Killed.

A WOMAN WITH A HISTORY.

Homance in the Life of Mrs. McKnight Who
Killed Hersell in Chicago. !

Ciicaco, Feb., 2—Mrs. Cathurioe Me- |
Knight, who committed suicide by hanging
vesterday, had a thrilling szad romantie
life. She had five busbands, and from three
of them she secured divorces. During the
civil war she wasa spy, and many of her
wild escapes are well known. She was born
in New Hampshire, in 1850. Her maiden
name was Catherine Williams, When but 18
years old she met Harry Wilson, a dashing
vousg lellow,und fell in love with him. Her
parents objected to the mateh, and the pair
eloped. hen war was declared her young
husband hurried to the front and not man
months elapsed before Mrs, Wilson join
him. She wasinstalled in the guariers of
the New Hampshire Regiment and became
the "Dsughter of the Begimeat.” During
Avpril, 1863, her husband was captured by
the Confederates while on s secret mission,
and sent off to the Louisville prison.

She tried to secure the escape of her hus-
band, but be was killed in the attempt, and
she was sentenced to be shot.

Hereafler German immigrants will be en-
couraged to settle in two or three of those
proviooes of the esstern seaboard that are
the most snitable for them,

recognizing the republic of Brazil and es-
tablishing diplomatic relstions with its Gov-
eroment.
